Satellite broadcast of inauguration 
ceremony to be carried nationwide 


As the crowds flock to Kendall 
Green this Friday, Oct. 21, to see Dr. 
King Jordan inaugurated as the eighth 
president of Gallaudet University, peo- 
ple throughout the country—from 
California to Massachusetts—will be sit- 
ting in front of television screens to 
view a live satellite broadcast of the 
event. 

A satellite truck will be arriving on 
campus Friday morning to provide the 
satellite coverage. Five sites on campus 
will receive the broadcast: the Field 
House, Hughes Gym, Elstad Auditor- 
ium, the Model Secondary School for 
the Deaf Auditorium, and the MSSD 
Gym. 

But, as a result of the cooperative 
arrangements of several offices on cam- 
pus, crowds will be gathering at six or 
more locations throughout the country

Each gathering site will have a host, 
and breakfasts or other activities are be- 
ing arranged in conjunction with the 
viewing of the inaugural event. 

The satellite broadcast is sponsored 
by the President’s Office, Public Rela- 
tions Office, Department of TV, Film, 
and Photography, School of Communi- 
cation, Office of Alumni Relations and 
Advancement, and College for Con- 
tinuing Education. 

In addition, any home, business, or 
school throughout the country with a 
satellite dish or capability will be able to 
receive the broadcast on either of two 
satellites: C-Band—Westar 5 Tran- 
sponder 2 Direct Channel 3 Receiver 
Frequency 5985ghz; or Ku-Band— 
Gstar 1 Transponder 3H Offset Fre- 
quency 118.37. 


The inauguration begins at 10 a.m. 
on Friday. Jordan will be introduced 
and installed by Board of Trustees 
Chairman Philip Bravin. Speakers will 
be Sen. Tom Harkin (D-lowa), chair- 
man of the Senate Subcommittee on 
the Handicapped, and Justin Dart, 
chairman of the Task Force on the 
Rights and Empowerment of Americans 
with Disabilities. Following the cere- 
mony, receptions will be held on the 
Kendall Green Mall and Faculty Row. 

Faculty, staff, and students driving to 
campus on inauguration day are en- 
couraged to park in Lot 7 of the RFK 
stadium.

New cognition symposium will 
precede Deaf Way next summer 


Historically, educators clung to the 
presumption that the deaf student was 
more limited in learning potential than 
the hearing student. But research, par- 
ticularly over the past decade, has 
proven the falseness of that school of 
thought. 

Still, according to Dr. David Martin, 
dean of Gallaudet’s School of Educa- 


AAS celebrates; 
scholarship given 


Gallaudet’s Department of Technical 
Studies at the Northwest Campus 
celebrated the start of the new aca- 
demic year for Associate of Applied 
Science (AAS) degree faculty, staff, 
students, and friends with its third an- 
nual kickoff celebration held Sept. 30. 

President King Jordan gave the din- 
ner presentation, which focused on 
how Gallaudet’s Deaf President Now 
protest has helped open doors of oppor- 
tunity for the deaf community. Second- 
year students in the AAS office systems 
program presented a skit entitled 
“WOW: The World of Work.” 

Sheila Sandelli, a second year AAS 
student from Canada, received the 
fourth AAS scholarship of $500. She 
completed her summer internship with 
the Office of University Relations. 

The event was held at the Norman- 
die Caterers in Silver Spring, Md. 
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tion and Human Services (SEHS), 
“there’s much fascinating work yet to 
be done on thinking and cognition, 
education, and deafness.” 


To keep track of the advances in 
research being made internationally in 
the field, a symposium for professionals 
from various disciplines was held at 
Gallaudet in 1984, and because such 
great strides have been made since 


then, a second one has been scheduled 
here for July 5-8, 1989. 


The Second International Symposi- 
um on Cognition, Education, and 
Deafness will continue in the tradition 
of the 1984 gathering of 210 teachers, 
reseachers, professors, theoreticians, 


and parents of deaf children, said Mar- 


tin, who is the coordinator of the sym- 
posium. 

The previous symposium set a stage 
for professionals to share their work in 
a wide spectrum of issues on the men- 
tal processes by which deaf learners ac- 
quire knowledge, and to set a research 
agenda for the future. 

The topics presented in the 1984 
gathering were compiled and published 
the following year by The Gallaudet 
University Press under the title Cogni- 
tive Education and Deafness: Directions 
for Research and Instruction. The 
research goals that were set at that 
time have now been met, and new 
goals and another book will result from 
this second symposium. 

Presently, abstracts of presentation 
topics are being reviewed by the Sym- 
posium Planning Committee, made up 
of representatives from SEHS and 
several other campus units. 

About 35 topics will be selected, 
compiled, and sent in advance to the 
expected 250 participants. The sympo- 
sium participants are expected to read 
the papers beforehand and select topics 
that interest them most. Then, at the 
symposium, they will meet with the 
authors and discuss those issues. As a 
result of the interaction, the authors will 
revise their papers and submit them for 
the book. 

Martin said that the symposium was 
purposely scheduled to precede The 
Deaf Way festival and conference, to 
be held here July 9-14, to make it easier 
for people interested in both events to 
travel to Gallaudet.

Staff development program begins

The concept of staff development is 
not new at Gallaudet. The institution 
did have a centralized staff develop- 
ment program that began in 1975, but 
it faded away during the 1980s. Now, 
at the instigation of President King Jor- 
dan, staff and faculty development is a 
priority at Gallaudet. 

Jordan has said in earlier interviews 
that he would like to see a comprehen- 
sive development program for faculty 
and staff. Gallaudet already has an ex- 
isting faculty development committee 
that will be working on professional de- 
velopment programs for faculty. 

Lewis plans to start off small, solicit 
input from individuals and many areas 
on campus, and “build a really strong, 
stable program. We want to have a 
good foundation,” she said. 

Staff should soon be receiving a 
survey—if they have not already— 
asking about the kinds of workshops 
they would like to have available. The 
surveys will be used as a guideline for 
scheduling workshops and seminars 
next year. 

Two free workshops are already 
planned for early November. The first 
focuses on office skills and the effective 
use of available resources. Employees 
will learn how to work with various 
offices on campus, including Account- 
ing, Contracts and Purchasing, Trans- 
portation, and other areas of the 
Physical Plant on items such as payroll, 
personnel action forms, travel 
vouchers, check requests, and pur- 
chases. 

The second workshop will help clar- 
ify the Financial Management System 
used on campus and can be attended 
by anyone who handles a budget or 
would like to learn more about it. 

Lewis’ goal is eventually to offer 
seminars conducted by outside experts, 
plus have a comparable number con- 
ducted by members of the campus 
community. Most will be free, and a 
few may include a nominal charge that 
will be billed to the departments of par- 
ticipants. 

“Here in a university setting we have 
a gold mine of talent, skill, and teach- 
ing experience,” she explained. “We 
can tap into that and use it.”

Lewis also hopes to coordinate her 
efforts with faculty development and 
other areas on campus such as Con- 
tinuing Education. “I see a lot of 
cooperative opportunities,” she said. 
“There are systems that exist now that 
would be easy to plug into.” 

Staff development offerings will begin 
with programs of general interest to 
larger numbers of people. But more 
specific areas may also be covered, and 
if individuals request workshops, Lewis 
will canvass the campus to determine 
the level of interest. She also expects 
to expand the benefits orientation for 
new employees to include offerings 
such as an introduction to deafness. 


“I see great potential for the pro- 
gram,” Lewis said. “It’s very exciting.” 
As a Gallaudet employee for the past 
10 years, Lewis looks forward to the 
opportunity “to be able to give back to 
the University, to make a contribution 
to the quality of the working en- 
vironment.” 

Many individuals have already con- 
tacted Lewis with ideas and materials, 
and she emphasized that she is open to 
suggestions and assistance. Employees 
with ideas for workshops can call Lewis 
at x5363 or send a message via E Mail 
to HR KLEWIS.
